For the Public and What the Public Can Do 


for the Railroads 


American railways are passing through a period of reconstruction. Their situation 1s 
due in part to the devastating influence of the World War, and in part to the restrictive 
policy toward improvements and additions adopted by the government during the twenty- 
six months of Federal control. 


The railways frankly admit that there have been short-comings _ 
They contend, however, that they have made good progress in overcoming these, as evi- 
denced by the fact that during the thirty-seven weeks between July 1, 1922 and March 
(7, 1923, they handled the greatest volume of traffic ever transported in the history of 
the country, during ‘any corresponding period of thirty-seven weeks. This achievement 
was accomplished in the face of obstacles arising from national strikes of coal-miners and 
of railway shopcrafts. 


But the railways are not content with what has been done, and through their organ- 
izations they have pledged themselves during the remainder of the current year, to place 
their locomotives and cars in good repair, to load their equipment to maximum Capacity, 
and to move their cars faster and further. In brief, they pledge more efficient operation, 
of all the facilities at their disposal, to prevent so far as possible, any delay or interrup- 
tion to business. 


in addition to this, the railways recognize. the urgent need of vast expenditures to 
rehahilitate their properties and to make ade quate provision for the constantly expanding 
needs of public service. To this end, they expended in 1922 for cars, locomotives, track- 
age and other facilities, $440,000,000. They have appropriated for equipment and other 
facilities for the year 1923, the huge sum of $1,100,000,000. 


Having taken these definite steps, and having proved their purpose to make good, the 
railways now come to the public with an appeal for co-operation by the exercise of Cer- 
tain simple and practicable means such as: : 


(1) Loading equipment as near to its capacity as is practicable 
with the various classes of commodities, thereby reducing the 
number of cars required and likewise reducing empty mileage 
it the return of equipment to producing districts. 


IF ALL THE CARS THAT WERE LOADED DURING 
SEPTEMBER, OCTOBER AND NOVEMBER, 1922, HAD 
BEEN LOADED TO AVERAGE OF 30 TONS PER CAR

Over and above these helpful measures, railway management seeks and needs the 
good will of the people.» The men who are trying to keep the railways in step with 
America’s march of progress and to make them useful in enhancing the nation’s material 
prosperity will be aided in their task by public faith in their honesty and capability.

UN BRANCH BANKS 


Washington, May 7.—The supreme 
court held a special session today to 
hear argument in a case involving 
the right of national banks to estab- 
lish branches and the enforceability 
of state laws prohibiting such 
branches.

WHAT IS SCROFULA? 
In the first place let us clearly un-

When the concepticn of scrofula as 


a disease was in vogue it was never a 
very definite or clearly described con- 
dition; owing to the vagueness of the 
idea it covered considerable diagnostic 
ignorance. Most of the conditions 
which the medical elders dubbed 
scrofulous were, as we now know, tu- 
berculosis—tuberenlosis of lymph 
nodes, of skin, of joints, bones, of the 
ear. <As late as 1912 one American 
| baby specialist still maintained, rath- 
er feebly, that there were some such 
condition as scrofula apart from tu- 
berculosis, Today nobody takes the 
notion of scrofula seriously. 
Tuberculosis of the lymph nodes or 
“glands,’ as they are called by the 
laity, is a very common disease in 
children. The nodes on the sides of 
(the neck are often involved. probably 
‘because tubercle bacilli readily lodge 
. in these way stations of the lymphatic 
| drainage System when the bacilli gain 
, entrance thru diseased tonsils, decayed 


and neglected chronic nasal and ear 
When the tubercle bacilli 
are associated with the ordinary pus 
| Producing _ germs (staphylocci and 
| Streptococci of yarious strains), sup- 
Puration is likely to occur, the abscess 
opening upon the skin of the neck, 
and a fistula or sinus remaining for 
a long period. This is what the laity 
| still calls scrofula.

business, 

‘The federal department of com- 
merce,” stated Mr. Chalmers, “pro- 
vides a corps of trained technical ad- 
visors, any one of which few firms 
could afford to maintain, and their 
broad knowledge of foreign market- 
ing problems is available by all 
American citizens without cost.

‘This service, organized under the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, is divided into commodity and 
technical groups, each one manned by 
experts in his particular line, and 
regional and administrative divisions, 
all of which serve local exporters 
through district and cooperative of- 
fices stretegically located in the more 
important commercial centers 
throughout the country.

Sut in any case, the 
present court is actually in existence. 

“Its jurisdiction, defined by its. pro- 
tocol of foundation, has been accepted 
by a large number of nations, It may 
well be doubted whether the nations, 
which in good faith have given sup- 
port to this program, would esteem 
it either a helpful or a friendly ges- 
ture on our part, if we should in- 
dicate our willingness to join in a 
judicial establishment, but should in- 
sist that it myst be some other than 
the one already set up. To adopt that 
attitude would seem unlikely to bring 
us far on the road to effective partici- 
pation in such a system. On the con- 
trary it might be regarded as imply- 
ing our lack of faith in a tribunal 
which has the support and confidence 


the opinion of the country plainly is 
that if we have any Sincere purpose 
of adhering to the procedure of inter- 
national adjudication, our only way 
to give convincing eviaence of this 
disposition, is to accept, under such 
restrictions as may be found neces- 
sary, the tribunal already created.

Automobile Laws. 

We have been impressed, and dis- 
tressed, by the great number of in- 
dictments necessarily found because 
of violations of the automobile. laws. 

These laws need thorough-going re- 
vision. At present they are inequit- 
able, unfair and difficult of under- 
Indeed, we believe that a 
heavy percentage of the violations of 
the automobile laws come from. ig- 
norance upon the part of the public 
2s to what those laws are, rather 
than from malicious intent. 

The automobile has had a profound 
effect upon our every day life. It is 
a useful and necessary modern inven- 
tion. but jt must be held within 
proper restraint, of course. 

We recommend to our legislators 
that they give careful study to the 
automobile laws, particularly as they 
apply to the great county of Fulton, in 
which is’ Incated the capital of the 
state, io the end that they may be 
revised intelligently and fairly. 

Crime, 

Crime is rampant in Fulton coun- 
ty. Our courts are burdened beyond 
reason. The efforts of our officials, 
os strenuous and painstaking as they 
are, have not served to suppress this 
condition, 

Bootlegging, gambling, burglaries, 
larcenies, go on from aay to day to 
an appalling extent. 

The records in the office of the 
present solicitor general from Jan- 
uary 1, 1917, to February 1, ; 
show that during that period 7,089 
indictments were returned, covering 
8,506 defendants. Of these 8,506 de- 
fendants, because of unavoidably 
congested dockets and legitimate ae 
lays, there are not less than 3,500 un- 
tried cases accumulated. 

We, therefore, add our recommen- 
dation to that of previous grand 
juries that an additional division of 
the criminal court of Fulton county 
without further loss of 
time. Unless this is done we predict 
that the machinery will break down 
and that the administration of jus- 
tice will be made even more difficult 
than at present. We urge upon our 
legislators their attention to this 
recommendation. An additional di- 
vision of the criminal court is vitally 
necessary—wholly essential, we think, 
to the relief of the community.
